San Jose will have an election for 
the puporse of voting upon the issuance 
of $150,000 worth of bonds for the 
building of a new high school and 
completing the main sewer. 

A syndicate of Tacoma and Victoria 
men have quietly built a good-sized 
powder factory on the tide flats ad¬ 
joining the Pnyallup Indian reservation 
and have just begun operating it. 

The demand for mining property is 
improving conditions in Shasta and 
Siskiyou counties. Electric power 
will be used to run mills all along the 
river, as wood is growing scarce. 

The State Fair has attracted a great 
crowd of toughs to Sacramento, and as 
the law now prohibits arrests merely 
on suspicion, the footpads are terroriz¬ 
ing people and cutting the harness on 
family rigs. 

Bandits made 11 raid on the Mexican 
custom house at Las Palomas, in the 
State of Chihuahua, Mexico, but were 
driven off by the customs officials. 
Two bandits were killed outright, and 
two officials mortally wounded. 

An attempt was made to rob the 
safe in the office of County Treasurer, 
William Jackson, at Rcdidng, Shasta 
county, recently. The robbers were 
unsuccessful, as the vault had a “time 
lock” and could not be opened. 


It is said that Spain is ready to 
grant Cuba home rule if the insur¬ 
gents surrender. 

The English have advanced to 
Kospeh camp, the most completely 
fortified post on the Nile and started 
forward to Absarrat. 

A dispatch from Havana announces 
that fifty-one insurgents, who were 
confined in the Cabanas fortress and 
Moro Castle, have been shot to death. 

Herr Schuster, director of a Handels- 
geesellBofhaft in Berlin, has been 
arrested nixin a charge of embezzle¬ 
ment. The amount of his defalcation 
is estimated at 3,000,000 marks. 

Affairs in Turkey, relative to the de- 
thronation of the Sultan, are rapidly 
reaohing a crisis. Tho Young Turk 
party is covering Constantinople with 
placards inciting the people to action. 

Rumors are afloat in Berlin of an 
impending customs war between Ger¬ 
many and Russia. It is stated that 
Russia intends to retaliate for some 
vexatious restrictions upon Russian im¬ 
ports imposed at the instigation of the 
Geiman agrarians. 


THE POSTAL SERVICE. 

Report Regarding Appointment** and 
Inspectors. 

Washington. — R. A. Maxwell, 
fourth assistant Postmaster-General, 
has made his annual report to 
the Postmaster-General for the year 
ending 'June 30, 1896. The prin¬ 
cipal divisions of the department 
under his care are appointments 
and inspectors. The report shows that 
the total number of postofiices in oper¬ 
ation in the United States is 70,360. 
Of these 66,725 are fourth-class offices 
and 3635 Presidential, being an increase 
over the last fiscal year of 296. Dur¬ 
ing the year 2046 postoffices were estab¬ 
lished and 1750 discontinued. The 
employes in the postal service handled 
during the fiscal year 13,851,000 
pieces of registered mail, with the loss 
of only one piece in every 16,254. 

Mr. Maxwell points out that there 
has been a decrease in the number of 
postoffices and mail burglaries and 
robberies, owing to the killing and 
arrest of many desperadoes engaged in 
the business. Daring the year there 
was 2074 arrests, of which number 158 
were postmasters.

The Master Bakers’ Association, 
at Sau Francisco, and representatives 
of wholesale flour dealers, have en¬ 
tered into an agreement by which 
credit is to be given only to members 
of the association.

13,181,579.

The use 
of vacant lots and lands in or near the 
city will be solicited and turned into 
vegetable gardens.

CABLES UNDER THE SEA. 

How They Are Laid, Operated and Repaired. 


T hirty-eight years ago this 
month the first message was 
flashed beneath the waters of the 
Atlantic Ocean on the cable connecting 
Great Britain with America. It was 
Bent by the directors on this side to 
those in England, and said simply: "Eu- 
■rope and America are united by tele¬ 
graph. Glory to God in the highest! 
On earth peace, good will toward men.” 
'President Buchanan followed with a 
congratulatory message to Queen Vic¬ 
toria, and the great submarine cable 
project was an established fact. A few 
iweeks later the one just laid entirely 
failed, faults in design and construction 
iWere traced, and in 1865 a new cable 
of a stronger typo was manufactured. 
8ince then seven lines have been placed. 
Cables have broken, have become lost 
at critical moments, construction fleets 
bave been wrecked, but the work has 
gone on scoring adeptness and improve¬ 
ment, until the bottom of the sea, even 


In the strictly mechanical work of 
making a cable the copper wires for the 
conductor are twisted up together or 
stranded, when they are passed through 
the covering machine, by which the 
gutta percha is squeezed round in a con¬ 
tinuous envelope. Then the core is 
served with Jute yarns, which are laid 
round it spirally, forming an elastic soft 
bedding for the sheathing wires, which, 
as well as the outer serving and com¬ 
pound, are put on in one machine. The 
served core passes through the hollow 
shaft of a circular skeleton framework 
of iron, on which are mounted bobbins 
filled with steel wire or Jute yarn, as 
the case may be. This framework can 
be rotated; and, the cable being drawn 
along at the same time, the wires or 
yarns nre wound spirally round the 
core. The final coating, the bituminous 
compound, is applied by passing the 
cable under a spout from which the 
melted compound runs.”

The core of a submarine cable Is 
made of a strand of copper wires, about 
■which, to prevent the escape of elec¬ 
tricity, is a covering first of gutta 
percha, nround which is a layer of 
tanned jute yarn to protect it from the 
sheathing of steel wires, which in turn 
holds the cable in a solid mass, and 
over this Jute yarn again surrounded 
with a bituminous compound. The 
Bheathlng varies in type, with the depth 
of the water in which the cable is to be 
laid, consisting often of as many ns 
seven types, Increasing ^n strength and 
protective power as shallow water is np- 


The cable, on being fiuislied, is coiled 
in large circular Iron tanks, in which 
it is kept underwater until it is wanted, 
when it Is drawn into similar ones in 
the hold of the cable ship, from which 
in turn it is drawn, on being laid out 
over a large pulley at the stern of the 
vessel, passing on its way over nnd 
under a number of retarding wheels, 
and then around a lnrge basket wheel, 
so that the speed at which it runs out 
can be regulated. It also passes under 
a dynamometer, the object of which is

As soon as the cable is caught the ship 
is stopped and the hauling-in machin¬ 
ery is set in motion, with the result that 
in due season the grapnel holding the 
cable appears. Men are lowered to it. 
who secure the cable by chains on eacli 
side of the bight, and it is then cut in 
two, when the ends are hauled on board 
nnd connected with the testing-room

When the cable runs out in midocenn, 
and It is necessary to return to port to 
till up the tanks again, the end of the 
strand is sealed up carefully and attach¬ 
ed to a rope, the other end of which is 
fixed to a buoy, and allowed to sink 
until it reaches the bottom, where it 
remains until the further execution of 
the work. 

One of the most natural questions as 
well as the first asked by the average 
man about a broken or otherwise dam¬ 
aged cable is, “How do they find out 
where the damage is along the thou¬ 
sands of miles?” The conductor of the 
cable, after a break lias occurred or a 
“fault” lias been developed, offers a 
certain amount of obstruction or resist¬ 
ance to tlic passage of the electrical 
current, which indicates tlmt there is 
damage. An apparatus lias been de¬ 
vised for measuring the itinount of this 
resistance. The scientific explanation 
of tills is as follows: “The unit of re-

great German physicist who discover¬ 
ed and expounded the laws of the elec¬ 
tric current. The exact resistance per 
nautical mile of the conductor of any 
given cable is known to the electricians 
in charge. Resistance practically ceases 
at the point where the conductor makes 
considerable contact with the water; 
therefore, supposing the known resist 
anee per mile to be two ohms, and the 
measuring apparatus Indicates a total 


restored once more. When the captain 
ascertains that it is he steams hack to 
shore again. 

Cable messages are transmitted by 
means of what is known as the “siphon 
recorder,” a most delicate and ingen¬ 
ious Instrument, invented l>y Lord 
Kelvin. It consists of a rectangular 
coil containing many turns of extreme¬ 
ly tiiii 1 silk-covered wire, suspended be¬ 
tween the poles of a powerful magnet, 
and of a fine glass tube of about the 
thickness of a coarse hair, bent into 
the form of a siphon, and so attached 
to a fine stretched wire that it may 
be free to move backward and forward 
as directed by the movements of the 
rectangular coil above mentioned, to 
which it is attached by an almost di¬ 
visible fiber of raw silk. The higher 
leg of the siphon dips into a small 
trough of specially prepared ink, whilst 
past its lower end is drawn, by a suita¬ 
ble motor, a continuous tape of white 
paper, along the middle of which, when 
the siphon is at rest, thus is traced a 
fine, clear ink lino. In order to avoid 
friction between the end of the siphon 
and the paper tape, which would im¬ 
pede the movements of the delicately 
suspended roll, the siphon Is vibrated 
rapidly to and from the paper by an 
electrical machine, or vibrator, result¬ 
ing in its tracing a dotted instead of 
an absolutely continuous line. By 
glancing at tlie cable alphabet, which 
is given herewith, the method of trans¬ 
mission will lie understood more read¬ 
ily. The letters of the alphabet are 
formed by prearranged combinations 
of right and left movements, tlie letter 
“a” consisting of one movement to the 
left and one to the right, the letter “li” 
of one to the right and three to the left, 
and so on. On the paper tape these 
signals appear as being above or below 
the line, which, when the siphon is at 
rest, it traces along the center of the 
tape. 

There are now in existence 1,279 dis¬ 
tinct sections of cable, aggregating in 
length 157,674 nautical miles. Of these, 
S26 sections, with a length of 16.171 
miles, are under the control of various 
governments. France takes the lead 
with 4,053 miles, India follows with 
1.974, Germany. 1,761; Great Britain 
and Ireland, 1,759; Spain. 1.305; Italy, 
1,608. The remaining 353 sections, with 
a total length of 141,503 miles, are the

MEXICO’S ABSURD CLAIM. 

Wants Twenty-Two Millions for En- ! 

Croocbmenta Upon Her Territory. 

Along no inconsiderable portion of 
its course the Rio Grande constitutes 
the international boundary between 
the I nited States and Mexico. Until 
within a few years the Rio Grande 
served the purposes of a boundary line 
very creditably and satisfactorily, but 
recently the settlers in Colorado and 
New Mexico (away up stream) have 
taken so much water out of the river 
for the purposes of 'rrigation that the 
old boundary line becomes obliterated | 
durmg the dry season, and this has 
made so much trouble for the Mexicans 
that their government claims of the 
United States $22,000,000 damages. 

The circumstances upon which they 
base this heavy claim for damages mny 
be briefly summed up as follows: From 
the neighborhood of El Paso, extend¬ 
ing about ninety miles down the river, 
there is a valley about fifteen iriiles 
wide, and since the river has got into 
the habit of goiug dry every summer 
It has cut many different and widely 
diverging channels with the advent of 
flood water. In this way the interna¬ 
tional boundary has been practically 
obliterated as far as this valley, fifteen 
milt's wide and ninety miles long, is 
concerned. This has led to endless 
complications as to national jurisdlc- 
tio i, and finally to a condition of utter 
lawlessness. In addition to this, the 
Mexicans claim that for some 200 years 
they have been cultivating the lands 
of this valley on their side of the boun¬ 
dary which were made very fertile and 
productive by irrigation from the wat¬ 
ers of the Rio Grande, but since the 
river has been systematically and con¬ 
tinuously robbed of its waters by the 
American settlers of Colorado and New 
Mexico, Just at the season when the 
water was needed for irrigation, this 
valley below El Paso has become a 
sterile desert, absolutely worthless for 
agricultural purposes. They claim that 
the Mexicans have n prior claim to the 
water of the Rio Grande, as they were 
using it for purposes of irrigation 200 
years ago, but now they have been rob¬ 
bed not only of the water, but of the j 
international boundary line, and, in¬ 
directly, of law and order in the valley 
referred to. 

In view of all this they set up a claim 
for $22,000,000 damages, but they also 
propose the terms of a compromise. The 
proposal is that the United States 

S hould build what lias lately figured in 
he news of the day as the “lnterna- 
lonal dam.” This dam will (if built) 
ie located about two and one-half miles 
jihove El Paso, where the heights which 
inclose the canyon-like valley of the 
iltlo Grande just above El Paso con¬ 
verge so nearly that a dam 000 feet 
long will connect them. Tills dam, to 
serve the purpose for which It has been 
designed, should be 000 feet long and 
about 70 feet high, and will, when 
completed, cost about $1,000,000. Such 
a dam will, it is estimated, create an 
immense reservoir fifteen miles long 
'ey four miles wide, or a limit four times 
as large as any artificial reservoir now 
in existence. Tills will hold all the 
surplus water of the Rio Grande at 
flood time, and tliis accumulation will 
not only be ample for irrigation of the 
arid lands in the valley below It on 
both silk's of tin' boundary, but furnish 
a supply of water sufficient to hold tin* 
channel of the river through the dry 
season. In this way the demands of 
the Mexicans for damages can be sat¬ 
isfied, tin' international boundary main¬ 
tained, law and order restored in that j 
valley below El Paso, and the lands 
on the American as well as the Mexi¬ 
can side of the valley furnished with 
nn ample supply of water for purposes 
of irrigation.—Buffalo Express.

The 
only method found thus far for powder¬ 
ing It la by means of a machine in 
which it is torn apart on saw-toothed 
bars. Even these need frequent sharp¬ 
ening. The powdered cork is very 
light, remains in the air for a long time, 
and when in this condition is extremely 
explosive. One who has handled It 
states that dynamite is much safer to 
handle in bulk than ground cork.
